The Rescued Arctic Explorers. 


Our telegraph news gives the glad 


iidinfs that trie search expedition tbat 
Siiilerf last winter for the relief of Lieu- 
tenant Greely nnd hii party, who have 
now buen absent in Lady 1-ranklin Bay 
since IKS.', nnd whose safety IKIS boon 
very doubtful, has been, a complete suc- 
cess. Tlie precarious position that the 
Greely party had been placed in was 
due to thu blunders of the Navy Depart- 
ment last year. 


In the spring of 1882 the United 


States Government dispatched a small1 
party of explorers nnder Lieutenant 
lireely to Franklin Bay, to remain untH 
the autumn of 1383, to make scientitic 
observations in accordance with the 
plans determined by the International 
Arctic Association 
As is well known, 


the other nations succeeded in bringing 
safely back their respective parties las! 
fall, 'while tho parly sent to relievo the 
American expedition only perpetrated 
a series of unparalleled blunders, and 
returned to leave (jreely to battle with 
his s-'cond winter in the highest lati- 
tude ever rpactwd by nny expedition. 


Tho popular notion is that Arctic ox- 


plorat.on is reckless, foolish und wa^tw- 
tul, of little importance to the world, 
and that the men who risk their lives in 
going to tho Arctic regions are hardly 
worth the risk and expense of rescue1. 
Thu truth is, that those men devote 
t!irra»plves lo tho ciutjB u£ science, and 
to the bunelit of their 
folbw-men, 


They go If) observe physical phenomena 
undisr' extreme and singular circum- 
stances, and when fortunate enough to 
return they givn most valuable knowl- 
edge to tho world. 
Ky practical scirn 


tiat.H the great value and importance of 
scientific observations in the Arct'0 
rcgl'iis have long been acknowledged. 
Nothing is more nece-sary for us to 
thoroughly understand in a country 
wli'cli, liiTO GUIS, stretches over such an 
extent of latitude than meteorology. 
Th's can not be thoroughly understood, 
or it-, laws defined, unlil we obtirn a 
more oslc'ii vis knowledge of the phys 
ic.il condition of the polar basin.

Denmark was established at Goil- 


thaab; America sent Greely to Lady 
Franklin Ua\, in Smith Sound (the 
northernmost of all the slat ons), Ger- 
many was .stationed at Cumberland 
Sound, on the west side of Divio Strait, 
and England at Fort Kao, in the heart 
of the Hudson s Bay Territory, near the 
Great Slave Lake.' The United States 
also had a stalion at Point 
Barrow; 


Kussia took up her stand at the month 
of the Lena, and Holland occupied 
Diokson's H.Tveu, the Russian branch 
station being at Moller Bay, Nova 
Xcmbia. Norway took an easy station 
at BosBkop, in the Alton Kjord; Sweden 
selected Spitsbergen, and Austria guv 
risonod Jan Mayou Island, the most 
dreary station of the lot, being only a 
vokano rising directly out of the Arctic 
Ocean, and when not entirely sur- 
rounded by ko is enveloped in a thick, 
cold fog,

tlie 1st and 15th of each month magnet-, 
ic nnd meteorological observations wore! 
taken at various permanent observato-' 
ries, as well as on board numerous ships 
of war and'tuerchant vessels Materials' 
for comparison on an extended scale 
Iwive now been, obtained from all partei 
of tie world, and, with the exccntiiW 
of tha Dutch expedition,which failed oa 
account of tbe ice to reach iti dostin*- 


fc'on'Mid th«;Unit«r}^Statas expedition1 
.which has now been rescued, we havo 
'the full reports from all the stations. 
'Wot only on the score of humanity has 
it been imperative that Lieutenant Grce- 
ly's party should be rescued, but tho 
scientific world has been anxiously wait- 
ing for problems to be solved.wlrch can 
only be done when it has the impo tant 
facts that it was expected that Greely 
would obtain.—£os,ton Transonpi.

ing SOUTH AMKRIOAM COMMISSION 


The commission appointed by my prede- 
cessor last winter to visit the Central and 
South American countries and report on 
the methods of enlarging the commercial 
relations of the United States has submitted 
reports whloh will be laid before yon. No 
opportunity has been omitted to testify to 
the friendliness of tills Government toward 
Corea, whoso entrance Into the family of 
treaty.making powers the United States was 
tho flrat to recognize. I regard wltn favor 
the application made by the Oorean Gov- 
ernment to he allowed to employ American 
officers as military Instructors, to whloh the 
as-ient ol Congress became necessary; and I 
am happy tn aay thla request has the con- 
current sanction of China and Japan. 
Tho arrest and Imprisonment ot Julius R. 
Santos, a citizen of the United States, by the 
authorities of Eonadorgove tine to a conten- 
tion with that Government In whloh hla right 
to be released or to have a speedy and im- 
partial trial on announced charges, and 
with all guarantees ot defense stipulated by 
treaty, was Instated upon by the United 
States. After an elaborate oorrespondence 
and repented nnd earnest representations on 
our part, Mr. Santos WHS, after an alleged 
trial and conviction, eventually Included In 
n general decroo of amnesty and pardoned 
by tlio Ecuadorian Executive and released, 
leaving the Question of hla American citizen- 
ship denied by tho Ecuadorian Government, 
but Insisted upon by our own. 
Tlie amount adjudged to tho late French 
and American claimants on account of in- 
juries suffered by them during the war ot so- 
cession, having been appropriated by the 
last Congress lias been duly paid the French 
Government, 


SPOLIATION CLAIMS. 


Thn act of February an, 1885, provided fpr a 
preliminary search of tho records of French 
prize courts tor evidence bearing on the 
claims of American citizens against France 
for spoliation committed prior to 1801. The 
duty has boon performed, and tho report ot 
tho agent will be laid before yon. 


AMERICAN I'OllK. 


I regret to say that there are restrictions 
upon tlio Importation of our pork Interests 
In Franco, notwithstanding the abundant 
demonstration ot the absence ot sanitary 
'longer In Its use, but I entertain strong 
hoped that, with a bettor understanding of 
tho matter this vexatious prohibition will be 
removed. It would bo pleasing to be able 
to say as much with respect to Germany, 
Austria and other countries where such food 
products are absolutely excluded without 
present prospect ol reasonable change. 


NATURALIZATION BBBTHICTIOS8. 


•l no Interpretation of exlallng treaties of 
naturalization by Germany during the past 
year h»a attracted attention, by reason of 
iiu apparent tendency on the part otthe Im- 
perial Government to extend the score ol 
the residential restrictions to which return- 
Ing naturalized citizens of Germany are as- 
serted to be liable under the laws of the Em- 
pire. Tlio temperate and Just attitude taken 
by this Gonernment with regard to this class 
of questions will doubtless load to a satis- 
factory understanding. 


THE OAHOLIitl ISLANDS DISPUTE. 


The dispute of Germany and Spain relative 
to the domination .of the Caroline Island* 
has attracted the attention ol this Govern- 
ment by reason of extensive Interests of 
American citizens having grown up In those 
piu-ts during the past thirty years, and be- 
cause the question ot ownership Involves 
jurisdiction of matters affecting the status 
of our own citizens under civil and criminal 
law. 
Whilst standing wholly aloof from the 
proprietary Issues raised between powers to 
both of which the United Statea are friendly, 
this Government expeota that nothing In the 
present contention shall unfavorably affect 
our citizens carrying on business there, and 
luis so Informod the Governments of Spain 
•mil Uortnnny. 


FISHING IN BBITISU-AMEBICAN WATERS. 


Tlio marked good-wilt between the United 
Statea and Groat Britain has) been main- •> 
tamed during the past year. The termina- 
tion of the ashing clauses of the treaty of 
Washington, In pursuance ot the joint reso- 
lution of March a, 1883, must have resulted In 
tho abrupt cessation on the Fourth of July 
of this year, In tho midst of their ventures, 
of iho operations of citizens of tho United 
States engaged In fishing lu British-Ameri- 
can 
waters, but for a diplomatic un- 
derstanding

by assurance was obtained that no In- 
iHrruptlon of these operations should take 
pine'during tho current flshlng season.

The lute insurrectionary movements In 
Haytl having beeu quelled, the Government 
of that republic haa made prompt provision 
for adjudicating the .losses suffered by for- 
elgnerVbecausoof hostilities there, and the 
claims ot certain citizens ot the United 
States will bo In this manner determined 
The long pending claims ol the two citizens 
of the United States, i'elletler and t,azare, 
have been disposed ot by , arbitration, and 
an award in favor of each claimant has been 
made, whloh, by tin- terms of the engage- 
ment, Is ttnal. It remains for Congress to 
provide for the payment of the stipulated 
moiety of the expenses. A question arose 
with Haytl during the past year by rea- 
son ot the exceptional treatment of an 
American oltlzen.W Van Boskolen, a real- 
dent ot Port-auJFrlnoe, who, on suit by

MEXICO.

?The relocation of the boundary line be- 
tween the United States and Mexico east- 
ward of the Bio Grande, under the conven- 
tion of July 2», 188.', has been unavoidably 
delayed, but I apprehend no difficulty In se- 
curing a prolongation ol the perloa for Ita 
accomplishment.

(station needed to make It effective may not 
long be delayed, The large Influx of capital 
and enterprise to Mexico from the United 
States continues to aid In the development 
ot tho reaources and in augmenting tho ma- 
terial well-being of our Water Republic 
Lines of railways, penetrating to the heart 
nnd capital ot the country, bring the two 
peoples into mutually beneficial Intercourse, 
and enlarged facilities of transit add to prof- 
itable commerce, create new markets and 
furnish aveunee to otherwise Isolated com 
munUloB.

The tenth article of the treaty ot 1*4!, one of 
the earliest compacts In this regard entered 
Into by us, stipulated for-surrender In re- 
speet of a limited number of offenses. Other 
crimes, rio less Inimical to the social welfare, 
should be embraced, and the' procedure of 
extradition brought Into harmony with proa 
ent International pi-u-tlnes. Relations- with 
Her Majesty's Govern ,.ienc for an enlarged 
treaty of extradition have been pending 
since 1970, and I entertain strong Mopes that 
a satisfactory rerali may be soon attained.

justed by arbitration, and an 
Idemnlty 
awarded. The principle of arbitration In 
suoh cases, to whloh the United States 
have long and conslstantly adhered, thus 
receives a fresh and gratifying connrma- 
tion. Other questions with Spain have been 
disposed of or are under diplomatic con- 
sideration with a view to juat and honor- 
able settlement. 
The operation ot the

January 4d anuf February 18th, 188t, has 
been found Inadequate to the commercial 
needs of the United States and tho Spanish 
Antilles, and the terms ot the agreement are 
subjected to conflicting Interpretation* In 
those Islands. Negotiations have oeen In- 
stituted at Madrid for a full treaty not open 
to these objections, and lu the line ot the 
general policy touching the neighborly In-

INTERNATIONAL COPVBIGHT. 


An International copyright conference waa 
held at Borne, In September, on the Invita- 
tion of the Swiss Government. Tho envoy of 
the United Statea attended aa n delegate, 
but retrained from commltlng this Govern- 
ment to the results, even by signing the rec- 
ommendatory protocol adopted. The Inter- 
eating and important subject of-Interna- 
tional copyright has been before yon for 
several years. Action la certainly desirable 
to effect the object In ,vlew, and while there 
may be questions aa to the relative advan- 
tage ot treating It by legislation or specific 
treaty, tho matured views of the Berne con- 
ference can not fall to aid your considera- 
tion of the subject.

CITIZENSHIP AND NATUBALTZATIOS. 


The Inadequacy ot existing legJelattoa 
touching oil Izenshlp and natnrallaatlon de- 
mands your consideration. While recognlz- 
ng the right of exp»tlatlon, no stakBtory 
irovlslons exist providing means tat re- 
nouncing citizenship by an American citizen, 
native born or naturalized, nor for termi- 
nating and vacating an Improper aoquBsl. 
tlou of citizenship; even a fraudulent decree 
of naturalisation can not now be canceled. 
The privilege and franchise of American en- 
Izenshlp should be granted with care and ex- 
tended to those only who Intend, la good 
talth, to assume Us duties and responsibili- 
ties when attending its privileges any bene- 
fits. It should be withheld from thoi e who 
merely go through the forms of naturallia- 
tiou with the Intent of escaping the duties of 
their original allegiance without taking up- 
on themselves those of their new statue, or 
who may acquire the rights of American 
citizenship forno other than a hostile pur- 
pose toward tholr original government. 
These evils have had many flagrant Illustra- 
tions. I regard wi«h favor the suggestion 
pnt forth by one of my predecessors that 
Cvision may be made for a central 
eau of record of the decrees of natural- 
ization granted by the various oonrti 
throughout tn» United States now Invested 
with that power. 
The rights that spring 
from domicile in the United States, especial- 
ly when coupled with a declaration ot In- 
tention to become a citizen, are worthy ol 
definition by statute. The stranger coming 
hither with 'Intent to remain- establishing 
his residence In our midst, contributing to 
the general welfare, ind by his vol- 
untary 
act 
declaring 
hla 
purpose 
to assume the responsibility ot citizen- 
ship, 
thereby 
gives 
an 
Incohoato 
states whloh legislation may properly de- 
fine. Tho laws of certain Stales and Terri- 
tories admit a domiciled alien* to the local 
franchise, conferring on him the rights of 
citizenship to a degree which plaoeahlm In 
the anomalous position of being a citizen of 
State ami yet not of the United States within 
the purview ot Federal and International 
law. 
It la Important within the scope ot 
National legislation to define this right ot 
alien domicile as distinguished from Federal 
naturalization. 


OCR COMMERCIAL RELATIONS. 


The commercial relations of the United 
States with their Immediate neighbors and 
with Important areas of traffic near our 
shores suggest especially lib'oral Intercourse 
botweeo them and us.

Following the treaty ot 1883 with Mexico, 
which rested on the basis of a reciprocal ex-

mingo, then pending before the Senate. The 
result lina been to satisfy me of the Inex- 
pediency of entering Into engagements ot 
this character not covering the entire traf- 
fic.. These treaties Contemplated tlie sur- 
render by the United States ot large 
revenues 
for 
Inadequate

tions. Upon sugar alone duties were sur- 
rendered to an amount far exceeding all the 
advantages offered in exchange. Then, were 
It Intended to relieve onr customers. It was 
evident that ao long as the exemption but 
partially covered our Importation suoh re- 
lief would be Illusory. To relinquish a rev- 
enue ao essential seemed highly Improvi- 
dent at a time when new and large drains 
upon the Treasury were contemplated. 
Moreover, embarrassing questions would 
have arleen under the favored nation clauses 
of treaties with other nations. 


TABIFP REGULATION BY TBKAIIf. 


As a further objection, it Is evident that 
tariff regulation by treaty diminishes that 
Independent control over Its own revenues 
which Is essential for the safety and welfare 
of any Government. 
An emergency exist- 
ing for an increase of taxation may at any 
time arise and no engagement with a for- 
eign power should exist to hamper theactlon 
of the Government 
By the fourteenth sec- 
tion of the Shipping Act, approved June 28, 
1884, certain reductions and contingent: ex- 
emptions from tonnage dues werelmade as to 
vesaela entering ports ot the United SMtes 
from any foreign port In North and Central 
America. The west India Islands, the1 Baha- 
mas and Bermu(Jms, Mexico, and the Isthmus 
as far as AsplnwaQ and Panama, the Qov- 
ernmeiua of Belgium, Denmark Germany, 
Portugal and Sweden and Norway have, as- 
serted under the favored nation clause In 
their treaties with tbe United States, a claim 
to like treatment In repeat to vessels 
vessel!)

Government, however, holds that the privi- 
leges granted by the act aro purely geo- 
graphical. Inuring to any vessel o( any for- 
eign power that may choose to engage In 
traffic between thla country and any port 
within the defined zone. And no warrant 
exists under the most favored nation clause 
for the extension of the privileges tn ques- 
tion to vessels sailing to this country 
from ports outside the limitation of the 
act. Undoubtedly the relation of commerce 
with our near neighbors, whoso territories 
form so long a frontier line difficult to bo 
guarded, and who find In onr country and 
equally offor to us natural marketa, demand 
special and considerate treatment. It rests 
with Congress to consider what legislative 
action may Increase facilities of Intercourse 
which contiguity makes natural and deslr- 
ablo.

STATES TBUST JONDS. 


Under Section M59 of the Revised Statute* 
all funds held in trust by the United Stales, 
and the annual Interest accruing thereon, 
when not otherwise required by treaty, are 
to be Invested In stocks of the United States 
bearing * rate of interest not lets .than five 
per cent, per annum. There being now no 
procurable stocks paying to high »rat« of 
Interest, the letter of the statute Is at pres- 
ent Inapplicable, but Its spirit l> subserved 
by continuing to make Investments ot thle 
nature la current stock, bearing tbo htgheot 


SALABOta O* CONSULS. 


I earnestly urge that Congress recast the 
appropriations for 'the maintenance of the 
diplomatic and consular service on * foot- 
Ing commensurate with the Importance ot 
our National Interests. At every post where 
a representative la necessary, the salary 
should be so graded as to pormltjhlm to livo 
In comfort. With the assignment of ade- 
quate salaries the so-called notorlal extra- 
official fees, whloh our officers abroad are 
now permitted to treat as personal per- 
quisites, should be done 
away 
with.: 
Every

ITfi PRIKCIFLBS TO BB EXPECTED. 


The report <of the Civil Service Oommis- 
• 
slon, whloh will be submitted, contains an- 
oecouut of the manner In which the civil' 
service law has been executed during the> 
past year, and much valuable Information i 
on thla Importanttanbject. 
I am Inclined to think that there la no sen- 
timent more general In the minds of the," 
people of our country than a 
conviction, 
ot the correctness of the principle upon 
which tho law enforcing civil service re- 
form la based. 
In 
Ita present condition, 
the law regulates only a part of the subor- 
dinate public position throughout the coun' 
try. It applies tho teat of lltneaa to appli- 
cants for these places by means ol a compet- 
itive examination and 
gives largo dis- 
cretion to the Commissioners aa to the char- 
acter ot tbe examination and many other 
matters connected with Its execution. Thus 
the rules and regulations adopted by the 
Commission have much to do with the prac- 
tical usefulness ot the statute and with tbe 
results ot Its application.

TUB PEOPLE 


may well trust tho commission to execute 
the law with perfect falrno.ig and with 08 
little Irritation ns possible, but o! course no- 
relaxation of the principle which underlie* 
It and no weakening of the auteguardawnlcli 
surround It can be expected. Expcrleucu In 
Its administration will probably suggest 
amendment of tho methoda of Ita execution, 
but I venture to hope that wo shall never- 
agnln be remitted to tho system which dis- 
tributes public positions purely as reward*, 
tot partisan aorvlc-e.

An Engine Thrown From the Track and 


Badly Wrecked—The Rioter* 


in Possession. 


PITTSDUBOH, PA., December 10.—It 


was reported at a late honr last night 
that committees of striking miners had 
for several days been engaged In scouring 
tlie various pools along the Monongahela 
Elver enlisting volunteers to visit Pine 
Ran Mine, operated by James Lynn & 
Sons, In the second pool, near McKecs- 
port. The sixty or seventy miners em- 
ployed, there have been working for two 
weeks at the two and a half cent rate. 
They had refused the request of the strik- 
ers to rejoin them until the strike was 
settled. Shortly before three o'clock this 
morning about two hundred strikers con- 
gregated a short distance from the mine 
and awaited the appearance of lhe"black- 
legs." 
The flrsl to be overhauled was 


Nate Campbell, a driver, who refused to 
go home. Ho was pounced upon and ter- 
ribly beaten, receiving internal Injuries 
that may prove fatal, 
A gang of twenty 


next made their appearance, but when 
confronted by the excited masked mob, 
quickly left for home, 


LATKR.—Another squad more deter- 


mined than their comrades, refused to re- 
treat, one of them attempted to force a 
way through the crowd, and stopped only 
when struck a stunning blow with a club, 
He was carried away by his comrades, 
who also notified mine Suijcriutendcnt 
James O'Nell, who with a number of men 
boarded the mine engine and proceeded 
to the scene. The strikers seeing the ap- 
proaching engine, threw the switches, 
blockading the track and the engine was 
derailed and badly wrecked, its passen- 
gers, however, escaping injury^ by jump- 
ing. 
Superintendent O'Ncil, much sur- 


prised, wisely offered no resistance, and 
the striking rioters were in complete con- 
trol, They celebrated their victory by a 
deafening yell, and left the mine. 


Subsequently fifty of the miners en- 


tered tlie pit and are now at work. 


Twenty of the rioters were recognized 


and will be arrested. 
Sheriff Gray, of 


this city, with auuinberof deputies, is at 
the scone of the riot. Operators are fear- 
ful of a repetition of the acts of violence, 
and that their property will be burned. 
There is 
intense 
excitement in Uie 


vicinity.

Three 
of the men wore standing on a scaffold

two feet. Suddenly the timbers began 
cracking and the water-soaked 
earth 


to1- twenty fcot on each side of the sewer 
rolled ilu-,-u upon the unfortunate work- 
man. Wm. McGlll,one ot tho men on the 
scaffold, escaped, but all the others were 
caught by the moss ol timber and earth, 


A great crowd of people soon assembled. 


The groans of the men who were partially 
burled were heartrending. 
They called 


for assistance, hut for some time no one 
would venture near the hole. 
Finally a 


large force of men was set to work with 
hhovels, and in half an hour ITO of the 
victims were taken out. 
They were yet 


alive, but in terrible agony. Another hour 
of digging brought them to a third man, 
whose groans had guided the rescuing par- 
'y. Near him was found the body of a fourth 
man, dead. It being apparent then that 
tlie others were dead, the search was 
abandoned for the night.
